réciprocity It turned ite back on reciprocity
under pretext that no more treaties could
he nogotiated under the fourth srcctlon of
tne Dingley tariff and endorsed as the im
perativa and Immedinte remedy the muxi-
mum And minimum taciff, which really
would mean a double ptandard tariff with
the minimum rates for countrien that were
willing to abandon hostile ar digcriminating
Autien levied on American exportia,

Whila the auvditerium of the Tllinols
thonter, which will seat about 700 people
on the ground floor, was at times crowded,
the actual number of delegates presont
will always remaln & myatery, The cre-
dentials sommitton fallsd to discloss the
list and not a single roll call was permitted
during the entire wseasion. By fur the
largest representation wua from the corn
belt states, with lowa prefominating, and
the Hawkeye delegates were practically a
Cummine contingent.
